ea Or to judge of Aſcendants, and 
> Nativities, after the Traditions of 
P the Ancient and learned Aitrolo- 
e gians, it is convenient firſt to ex=- 
SPRy plaine the Celeltiall figure, and in 
5 the fame, to apply the ſeaven Pla- 
G nets,with the head and taile of the 
RIS) Dragon Lynaire,together with the 
part of Fortune, and the part of 

the ſpirit, and others, more appertaining to the high,and 
dncedls fignifications of the Starres : then to ſet downe 
plainly the Celeſtiall figure, you muſt in the firit place, 
note the yeare, the day andthe houre, with the moſt 
neareſt minute oftime of the Nativitie that you have un- 
dertaken. The number of the houres, and minutes, you 
muſt ſet them downe after the manner of the numbring 
ofthe Aſtrologians, within their Tables: alwayes ſet 
downe the houres after-noone, as well by day as by

night,and never ſay, one houregtwo houres, three houres 
after midnight, but number 13,houres, 14, houres, 15, at- 
ter noone. This done,ſfearch in the Ephemerides, in the

& day propoſed, the degree of the ſigne wherein the Sun 
is: looke afterward in the Table of houſes, which ſerve 
tor the latitude of your Country,and ſearch there theſaid 
degrce of the Sun under the line of the tenth houſe. And 
having found in the ſame place, the ſame degree of the 
Sun,you ſhail find dire&ly upon the left:hand of the ſame 
Table a number of houres and minutes, the which write 
apart. To which number you mult adde the houres and 
winutes that have beene given you of the ſame nativity, 
and that which reſteth by your addition, you nmſt ſeeke 
in the table of houſes; and there where you find the ſame 
number of houres,and minutes, comming of the ſame 
addition, you muſt take to a right line the points and 
beginnings of the fix houſes which you ſhall finde 
marked:the which you ſhall dire& upon your figure, be- 
ginning at the point of the tenth, and continuing to= 
wards the left hand. 

The beginning of the other ſixc houſts, yot1 mult take 
the oppohte iignes , and if it happen that the number of 
houſes and minutes, come to more than twenty foure 
houres, it is then convenient to ſubltraft twenty foure

Chap. II. Ofthe verification of the houre of the Nativitze, 


Eaving the Animodar of Ptolomie, and the meetings 
.. of Schoxer, and all other uncertaine waies ( although 
they have their Auchors ) to verifie the houres of Nati- 
vities, I wili preſently follow the method of Fermes,ap- 
proved by long experience, and confirmed by Ptolo- 
mie in his Centiloque, and by Abraham Aveneſius, by 
Alphanſe, Leopold, Haly, and other moſt expert Aſtro- 
logians. Hermes faith, that the aſcendant of a nativitie 
hath beene the place of the Moone at the time of the con» 
ception; and that the aſcendant of the conception is the 
place of the Moone at the houre of the Nativity, Who 
would be more neere certified of the houre and minute 
of a nativity, and of the true aſcendant, it is convenient 
that you follow the dodrine of Hermes, by the method 
following.Firlt of all that you looke into the figure eſtj- 
mative,whether the Moone be above the Horizon or be- 
neath. If ſhee be above the Horizon, count the diltance' 
that is betweene the point of the ſeventh houſe, and the 
Moone : if ſhee be beneath the Horizon, count the di- 
ſtance which is from the firit houſe unto the Moone, 
which diſtance of fignes and degrees, you muſt ſearch in 
the Table that followeth, under the title of the Moone, 
abovethe Horizon or beneath, as truely you have found 
in the faid figure. In a right line of the {aid diſtance, you 
{hall find the time that the infant hath remained within 
che wombe of his mother, in a certaine number of dayes, 
the which you muſt reckon from the day of your nativi- 
ty backward, and there where the number endeth, you 
muſt marke the day of the conception, it the Moone be 
found in the figne of the aſcendant eſtimative, If you find 
her not in the ſame place, goe backward or forward cer- 
taine daies of your account, untill you have found the 
Moone within the ſaid figne, not farre from the degree 
aſcendant in the ſaid figure. The day conſidered, —

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what houre,go forward to the Eaſt point,the place where 

you have found the Moone in the figure eftimative,and at 

that houre you nut calculate the moving of the Moone. 

For this degree and minute in the which you found her, 

youmuſt placeit in the aſcendant of your Nativities 
And to know the houre in the which the place of the 
Moone of the nativity roſe to the Eaſt point at the time 
ot the conception, take firit the overthwart aſcenſion of 
the ſaid place of the Moone, within the table of the dire- 
cons of your country,in the booke of Tohn de Regio mon= 
ze, of the ſame aſcenſion take away 90. degrees (and adde 
to the whole circle, which is of 360. degrees, when the 
Aubſtration cannot be otherwiſe made) the relidue ſhall 
be the right. aſcenſion of the height of the point of te 
Meridian circle,take afterward therighrt aſcenſion of the 
Sun, & take out by the ſubltraftion of the right aſcenſion 
of the ſaid point of the Meridian,and adde 360.degrees if 
it be neceſſary,and turne that which is left into hogures,& 
minutes, in giving to 30.degrees two houres, to fifteene 
degrees one houre, to one degree 4.minutes of an houre, 
to fifteene minutes one minute of an houre : by this 
meanes you ſhall exa&tly come to the houre of the con- 
ception, to the which you mult calculate the place of the 
Moone,and the ſame well calculated, put it to the point.

note, that the alpetts oppotites have alwayes divers Ia- 
ritudes to them of their Planets, although they keepe 
the ſame number. As if Saturne had two degrees of lati- 
tude ſeptentrionali,his oppolition hath two degrees of la- 
titudes meridiona!l. The quad-ant afpe& bath no lati- 
tude,for it falleth alwaies upon the Eclipſe. 

TheTrine aſpe& retaitzeth che halte of the number of 
the latitude, in contrary part :. for it a Planet have one 
degree of latitude Meridionall, his trine {ball have thirty 
minutes of latitude feptentrionall. T he Sextile retaineth 
the ſame (ide, with the halte of the number. You muſt al- 
ſo note, that theſe aipe&s of Saturnz, and ot Jupiter, doe 
not extend bur unto ninedegrees, or for the molt longelt 
unto twelve : thoſe of Mars unto eight, or tor the moſt 
part to tenne.

Of the fortunes and infortunes of the Planets, 
and parts of Heaven. | 
Fter this you mult conlider the forces and weakneſle 
of the Planets,parts and houes, and conterring the 
ones [ignitications with the other, you muit colleCt the 
fortunes and infortunes of every place, as tolloweth. 


C3 Here 
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Here followeth the infortunes, 
The planets and other places of the Heaven, be called 
anfortunate, when they be burned under the beames of 
the Sunne. Burnings are called Saturne and Jupiter,when 
betweene them and the Sun, they have lefſe than twelve 
degrees. Mars when he is burned of the Sun, hath at the 
leaſt 11. degrees and a halfe.

Tt is alwaies ne- 
celfary for tuch an aft, that the giver of time regard the 
giver of life, otherwiſe, the ſaid giver of life ſhall be as a 
perſon that hath good will to do his friend good,% hath 
not wherewithall ; and ſo when: the Sunne ſhall be with- 
out aſpe& of any giver of time, you muſt leave it there,and 
g0 to the Moone, which may give the life within the firit 
houſe, in the {igne Maſculine or Feminine , and within 
the tenth,cleventh,ſeventh,;fourth,fifth,ſecond,and third 
houſe, in lignes Feminines and nor Maſculines, receiving 
aſpe& of any giver of time. If the Moone have not all 
the ſaid conditions, you-mult come to the degree aſcen- 
dant,if the nativitie be conjunCtionall, ( Conjun&ionall 
is ſaid the nativity, before the which la(tly the lights 
have beene conjoyned ) and if the ſaid degree receive 
alpe& of the giver of time, he ſhall be giver of life : other- 
wiſe not, Wherefore you muſt examine the part of 
Fortune, the which ſhall give life in the Angles and 
houſes ſucceeding,with the aſpett of the giver of time, 0- 
therwiſe you mult cometo the degree, to the which laltly 
the lights have beene conjoyned : the which within the 
Angles or houſes ſaccceJing ſhall be giver of lite, it hec 
receive aſpe of his giver of time. 

It is here neceſſary that the giver of time have digni- 
tie of houle, or of exaltation in places of the part of For- 
tune, and of the ſaid degree conjunC&ionall. By this order 
you mult ſeeke the giver of lite, when the nativitie is 
conjunf&iona!l, When the is preventionall , ( Preventio- 
nall is ſaid, afore the which laſtly the lights have beene 
oppolites) after you have conlidered the Sunne, and the 
Moone, you mult conſequently contemplate the place 
of Fortune,more than the degree alcendant,and laſtly the 
D degree 
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degree of the oppolitions of the lights, & ſee thatit have 
two degrees in the oppolition,one of them of the Sun, & 
the other of the Moone. The Aſtrologians command to 
conlider it, that at the time of the oppotition it hath been 
in the firſt houſe,or elſewhere above the Horizon. 

When the Nativity is no&turnall, we follow the ſame 
order,{exceptthat hrit we conſider the Moone, ſecondly 
the Sunne, &c. )this giver of lite, when cither by direCi- 
on,or by proteCtion, or by other way, meete any evill a- 
ſpe of the infortunes, or of the ltarres fixed ct violent 
nature,or any of the notable conjunftions, or Ecliples of 
the lights,it cauſcth then ſome ſicknelle,and very ſudden- 
ly bringeth death, when the fortunes do not intermingle 
the tavourable beames. 


Chap.IX.Of the gizer of yeares, called of the 
Arabians AlcocoG2n. 


T He giverof time, or giver of yeares, is the ſame that 
hath dignitie of houſe, cxaltation, triplicity or 


' terme in the place where is the giver of lite, As it the 


Sunne were in the 11. in the ſigne of Sagittarius ( there 
where he may be a giver of life) and Jupiter were in the 
ligne of Aquarius, he ſhall regard the Sunne of the Sextile 
aſpe&,and looke that he have dignity ot the houſe in the 
ligne of the Sunne,hee (hall be giver of yeares. It is then 
neceſſary, that theſe two things concurre together, to 
the end that one Planet be giver of yeares, that is to ſay, 
that he hath dignities neverthelcfſe of terme ( tor the dig- 

nity of face is not ſufficient enough tor one ſo great et- 

te& )in ligne and degrece,in the which {ball be the giver of 
life, and that he regard the (aid giver ot lite, ct one alpet 

Or other. | 

This giver of time,well lodged upon the point of An- 

gles,giveth him old yeares, in point of the houſes ſuc- 

cecding: is meanexs, is Cadents, is ſmalnefle, and for as 

much as hee {ball be long from the beginnings of the ſaid, 
houſcs, 
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honſes, ſo much the more or lefſe hee nrait diminiſh the 
number ofhis old ycares,meanes,and ſmalneſle, after the 
difference taken of the next houtes with the difference 
of yeares. And firit ofall if ic be within any angle of 
heaven, not alwaies to the firlt point, you mult proceed 
allo, and take in the firſt place the diſtance of the {aid an-. 
gle, and of the next houſe ſucceeding. Note afterward, 
how many degrees the ſaid giver of years is fro the point 
of the angle, Then take the difference of his old yeares, 
and meanes, multiply this difference by the number of 
the ſaid elongment, and part it by the diſtance of the {aid 
angle,& ot the houſe ſucceeding; that which reſteth take 
for the exa&t number of the yeares of lite, promiſed by 
thefaid giver of yeares. If he be within any houſe,fuccee- 
ding out of the points and beginnings of the fame, you 
muſt firſt take the diſtance of the houſe ſucceeding, and 
of the next cadant: then note how many degrees the {aid 
giver of yeares ſhall beelonged from the point of the faid 
houle ſucceeding; afterward take the A— of ycares, 
meancs,and ſinalnefſe, the which multiply by the ſecond 
number, and part itby rhe firſt : the relidue ſhall be the 
time of life which was promiſed by the ſaid giver of years, 
| Tf it be in Cadant houſes ſhall benpon the points of 
them, or after, he giveth but onely ſmall yeares: Except 
when he is within 5.degrees neere tothe point of the ſaid 
angles,& then you muſt reckon as it followeth. Take the 
ditference of the old yeares, and ſmalneſſe of the Planets 
that giveth the years,and divide them into 5.parts; after- 
ward looke in which of the ſaid 5.degrees {hal be the ſaid 
Planet, For if it be in the firſt and moſt neere the point 
of the angle,(that is to ſay it he beelonged from theſaid 
angle one degree onely, then is itconvenient to take out 
of his old yeares, one of the ſaid 5 ,parts:if he be elonged 
by 2.degrees,you mutt take out 2, parts: it hebeelonged 
3.degrees, you mult ſabſtraCt 3. parts, &c. You mult note 
that the Moone in the 8. gives but ſmall yeares, And 


that the Sun within the g. and Jupiter inthe 11- and Ve- 
D2 rus 
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nus in the 5. and Mercury by the whole aſcendant, and 
the Moone in the 3. give their o!d yeares as perte&ly, as 
ifthey were upon the points of the angles: For they be 
placcs wherein principally they do rqoyce. Jupiter, Ve- 
nas,and Mercury within the 9. give thelr yeares indiffe- 
rent:&the Moone in the 11.gives them old.Mars in thes. 
and Saturnein the 12.they are indifferent, becauſe in the 
ſaid places they greatly delight themlſclves: wherefore if 
they were not evill,they would there give old yeares. 
Upon this purpole it is alſo convenient to note, that 
one burnt Planet cannot be a giver of yeares: and the 
Moone in the prime of the beames of the Sunne, cannot 
give life nor time. If a Planet, which otherwiſe may be a 
giver of years, be burnt in his proper houle cr exaltation, 
receiving there,the Sunne cauſeth the Sunne to take the 
charge to be the giver of yeares. It it come to paſſe that 


the Sunne or the Moone be in their proper houſes or ex- 


altations,they may be givers of lite &time together,with- 
out need to deſire aſpe& of any other Planet. If one 
place being fignificator of life, have many givers of, years, 
wee will take him that hath moſt dignities in the ſame 
place, and if they be equall in dignities, we will take him 
that hath his aſpe& moſt whole, and his beames moiſt 
neereſt the ſaid giver of life. It they find two or three, or 


many givers of life,that have their givers of yeares, they

9. Venus $. the Moone 25.&c. Likewite, it the giver of 
time be conjoyned with any tixed itarre of amiable na- 
cure, it taketh of the ſaid ſtarre the number of the ſma!] 
yeares of the Planet, of the which the aid ftarre hoJdeth 
his nature, If the ſaid planets regard the giver of time 
with an evill aſpc& with reception, they adde as before, 
which they do not when they have no receptiun. Except 
Jupiter and Venus, that in every fort of aſpeAs, with 
reception or without reception, alwaies adding to thei: 
{mall yeares, for to ſeethat the giver of time be not Sa- 
turne or Mars, towards the which the reception is ne- 
celſary, if the aſpe& be of enmity. 

The ſaid planets evill placed and infortnnate, in the 
place of the whole ſmall years,in adding the halte, or the 
third, or fourth part, or certaine number of monerhs, of 
weekes, or of dayes, according to the greatneſſe or ſmal- 
nefle of their infelicity. The amiable aſpeRs of ill for- 
tune, with reception , give their yeares ſmall : without 
reception,they do neither good nor cvill. It the giver of 
yeares be retrograde or meridiona!l deſcending, or in his 
tall or detriment,or in the way burned, thar taketh from 
it the fift part of that which he2 had given being other- 
wiſe diſpoſed. That which happened allo to the 3. ſaperi- 
our Planets, when they be occidentall,and to the Moone 
when ſhe decreaſeth, and when ſhee is in the 20. and g. 
degree of a ligne,and when ſhe is {lacke in her Couric, The 
Sunne regarding the Moone with the aſpe&s of enmity 
without reception diminiſhed.

their {mall yeares,a!though they do not regard the giver 
of time: and to the contrary, thatthe infortunes in the 
ſaid places, take away the ſmall yeares, without regar- 
ding the ſaid giver of time. Except when they were 
well honored in the ſaid places,or when tney were Lords 
of the Nativities. 


Chap. XI. Of the Lords of the Nativitte. 


Ou mult take the Lord of the Nativity out of the 

places of the which wee have taken the giver of life, 
(that is to underſtand) of the place of the Sunne, and 
of the Moone, of the degree aſcendant of the part of 
Fortune, and of the degrees of the precedent conjunfion 
or oppolition of lights. Of all theſe places likewiſe it is 
to be conſidered what Planet hath molt dignities, for 
he ſhall beLord of the Nativity, that which the giver of 
yeares ſhall i1gnife the time of our lite, according to the 
{cituation and felicity or infelicity, as wee have before 
ſaid of the giver of yeares, And if the one give more than 
the other, you mult take the difference of both, and the 
halfe adde or diminiſh : according as ſhall be neceſſary, 
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Chap. XII. Of the underſtanding and manners of a man. 

Gw to know thefelicity or infelicity of the ſpirit, 
& the nature of the {ame,you muit look in the place 
of Mercury and of the Moone, the Planet that in the!etwo 
places hath moitdignicies, thall be fignifier of thefpirit, 
The which if it be Saturne well diſpoſed,ſhall ignite the 
man of a great & profound knowledge,of good counſel], 
& of good gravity, or a itrong opinion:cloſc,ſecret, ſoli- 
tary,difſembling his good and evill, a lover of jult men,% 
of good age: rejaycing upon the treaſures, heritages and 
labourings;holding diſcourſe of antiquities, and of great 
ataircs,admirator of buildings.Sometimes a little merry, 
incontinent, fad, ſometimes laughing or murmuring by 
himſclte alone, a little Qoathtull, a little envious, and 
notalwaies keeping his promiſe. It hee be unfortunate, 
h« ſhall be noted envious, ſad, ſolitary, fearful], mclari- 
cholie, faint-hearted, a railer, jealous,a malefaCtor, evill, 
a bla{phewer, alyer and decciver, an uſurer, and holder 
of opinions:rejefting the counſell of others: fearing thar 
al theworld doth deceive him: uncivill, a villaine, a ſlo- 
vin, diſhoneſt, flying the company of men, unleſle it be 
to deceive them, and>to draw any profit, having no other 

friend but his villainous gaine,uſing ſometimes ſorcery. 
ſupiter Fgnifer of the ſpirit, well diſpoſed, ſhewes the 
man Cwect, curteous, honeſt, gracious,amiable, faithful, 
pitifu!l, liberall, of good behaviour,of good heart &good 
love: following noblenc{je andall honelty : loving God 
abounding in friends, dreaming alwayes upon ſome ver- 
tous thing,and withdraws himſclte,ſometimes ſolitary, 
to think upon ſome goodneile: uling in all and by all his 
affaires, a great equity,prudence, and modelty, having 
great Courage to accompliſh. If he be unfortunate of him- 
ivIfe, and not to meet with other ſtarres in the place of 
good love,he will give ſometimes fooliſhnefle in the place 
othoneſty,pride inthe place of liberality,prodigality in 
the place of loving good will, doth yceld him an hypo- 
h crite, 
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crite, ſeeming to follow novleneſſe, when indeed he will 
diſpraiſe all the world : in the place of honeſty, it will 
hs him dreame of tyranny. 

If the ſaid Jupiter be unfortnnate of other Planets,and 
not of himſelfe, he taketh all their vices, and covereth 
them with his ſaid vertues in manner of an evill hypo- 
crite. If Mars well fortunate be the ſaid ſignificator, he 
thall cauſe the man to beof a high courage, hardy,irefull, 
furious, a hazardcr, a conduCftor of warres, and the tirſt 
in bulinefſe,and only in deeds, and cogitarions given to 
armes : {trong,\tubborne and mighty, ruſting too much 
to his owne puifſance, not fearing any perill, and bleſſed 
in all his deeds. If he be unfortunate, it maketh the man 
timerous, a theefe, a Iyer, blaſphemer, mutin--us, cruell, 
a murtherer, hardy, proud, arrogant, not to be _ 
withall,deſpiling his owne proper goods, and the goods 
of other, uſing force and violence a gainlt hisParents, 
and againt{t all the world; a devilliſh man,withour ſhame, 
without counſell,without vertue, without love, withour 
any feare or reverence of God, furious, ſeditious, given 
and prompt to all miſchiefe. 

If the Sunne be ſignificator in his good diſpoſition, it 
makes theman mannerly,wiſe,prudent,of geod connfell, 
a lover of nobleneſle, following glory,and honour,given 
ro jultice and governments of Townes and Cities, loving 
hunting, worthy, and of greateſtimation. If it beuntor- 
tunate,ir ſheweth great pride, exceſſive ambition, and ty- 
rannvy,and doth nouriſh the thought. 

It Venas lignitie the quality of the ſpirit, and good 
diſpolition,it maketh the man pleaſant,merry, dauncing, 
laughing content, amiable, gracious,of good converfari- 
on, and a little jealous. If untfortunate,it maketh the man 
frowning, and tvo merry, of evill maintenance, uling 
diſhoneſt words,given to voluptuouſneſſe,and jealous of 
that which belongeth not unto him. 

If Mercury be fortunate, it gives good underſtanding, 


_ good memory, great perſeverance,great ſubtiltie ofſpirit, 
E 
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good diſcourſe of reaſon,full of wit,very apt to know the 
Mathematicals, & the ſecrets of nature, it makes the man 
a Poet, an Orator,well ſpoken, writing well,and a great 
trader. If it be evill difpoſed,it makes him preſumptuous, 
of little knowledge, with great eſtimation of his perſon, 
inconſtant, a lyer, a mocker, adeceiver ordinarily, fine, 
fantaſticall,and vicious. 

If it be the Moonethat is fortunate, ſhee maketh him 
that is borne, pacified, modeſt, of good heart, or good 
will,and eaſfie to endureany thing that one will do. Un- 


 fortunatedoth ſheyy inconltancie, lightnes of ſpirit,faint- 


hearted,prodigall,faithleſle. If the ſaid fignifiers, are not 
greatly tortunate or unfortunate, it is convenient to re- 


 batethe ſaid ſignifications good and vicious, after the 


quality of their good and evill diſpolitions. 

If any Planet be participant in the ſignification of the 
manners, or if it have great communication of aſpe&t 
with the principall ſignificator,then conlidering the vices 
and vertues of him, that ( according to his good or cvill 
diſpoſition.) we do Joynethem to him which giveth the 
principall,as it Saturne well diſpoſed,be principall ſigni- 
ficator, and Mars unfortunate be participant, or regard 
Saturne of one whole afpe& with reception, then it is 
convenient to mingle ſome little of the nature of Mars 
unfortunate,with the ignifications of Saturne fortunate. 

The Aftrologians do advertiſe us, that if the Lord of 
the aſcendant be well placed, and the ſaid ſignificator of 
manners evill diſpoſed, you muſt more confider upon that 
which the Lord of the aſcendant lignifieth, than upon 
vhat which the ſaid figniticator doth promiſe. Moreover, 

they confider more particularly,the place of Mercury, & 
of rhe Moone,and the aſpe& which they reccive, If Mer- 
cury be in the aſcendant, it maketh the man ingenious, 
and of great and profound knowkedype, a great Philoſo- - 
pher,a Mathematician,an Orator. a Poet, a Divine; prin- 
cipally when he is in theplace in the which Saturn hath 
at the eaſt 4.dignities, or when he receives aſpeCt of Sa- 
urn. Mercury 
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Mercury in the twelith, receiving aſpe&of the M oon 
hath very neere as great force forto give wit, and know- 
ledge, as if he were in the firſt. And where that Mercury 
is,if he regard the Moone, and both two, or the one,or 
the other, regard the aſcendant,or the Lord of the aſcen- 
dant, this is ſigne of a good and ſubtile fpirit. And if 
Saturne, Jupiter and Mars,or other Planets, do commu- 
nicate to himtheir favourable beams,if they mingle their 
good vertues, if they regard theevill aſpe&, they inter- 
mingle their vices:except Jupiter & Venus,which of evill 
aſpe& do never anoy them,&lefſe when he hath reception, 

If the Sunne be temporall light,it may ſignifie the qua- - 
lity of che ſpirit with the Moone, and Mercury in the 
forme aboveſaid. If Mercury be occidentall 'within the 
houle or exaltation of the Sunne, having aſþe& of the 
Moone or of theaſcendant, or of his Lord, it is the ſove- 
raigne {1gne of good & high ſpirits, of men of all know- 
ledge, given to great enterprizes and vertues, as Poets, 
Orators, Mathematicians, Counſellers, Adminiſtrators 
of Common-weales, and Governours of Realmes : prin- 
cipally when he is fortunate inevery angle of Heaven. 

Mercury within the feaventh houſe fortunate, giveth 
good underltanding, and ripejudgement : itmaketh the 
man ſubtile,watchtull,and of Good counſell; with great 
craft to governe his affaires. Mercury in,the ninth or 
third houſe, giveth knowledge and conterGlation. The 
part of the underſtanding of the ſpirit with their Lords 
fortunate, ſignitieth good ſpirits and good nianners, 

Mercury in the ſigne of Piſces, doth not any way love 
learning : the contrary happeneth when he is in the figne 
of Virgo,and of Gemini,by all theplaces of the figure of 
Heaven. Saturne within the houſes of Mercury, is alwaies 
contemplative:Mars,a little deceiver. Mercury within the 
houſes of Saturne fortunateyis alwaies ſtudiuns, within 
thoſe of Mars, he is full of evill words,and often falſe. 

When the lights and ſigniticators of manners ſhall be 
oppreſſed with il] fortunate, the child ſhall be of a very 
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ſtrange and perverſe nature. The Moone oppoliteto the 
Sunne, makes him hate all men. If the Sunne and the 
Moone with the aſcendant and his Lord, beall in femi- 
nine ſignes, the manners of him ſhall be feminine, and he 
{hall bea man of little heart. If they bein ſ1gnes maſculine 
at the nativity of a woman, her deeds ſhall be manly,and 
the ſhall be a woman of great enterpriſe. 

If Venus be in the ligne of the Lyon, or under the 
beames of the Sunne, or in conjun&ion or other aſpeCt 
of Mars, ſhe maketh that the man ſhall be ſuddenly itri- 


ken in love.And if in that eſtate ſhe be within the firlt or - 


tenth houſe,without any aſpe& of Jupiter,he ſhall be vo- 
luptuous without having ſhame ; and when the ſhall be 
in the ligne of Scorpio, the aſpeft of Jupiter towards 
Venus, giveth alwaics chaſtity and love of vertue. 


Chap. XIII. Of riches and poverty. 


| Du the riches and poverty, it is convenient firſt that 
ou looke to the ſecond houſe, for it ſhe and her Lord 
be fortunate, we ſay that child ſhall be rich, and it they 
be unfortunate, heſha{l be poore on that lide. Then after- 
ward you muſt conſider the part of Fortune, the which 
with his Lord well diſpoſed, promiſeth great ſtore of 
goods,without other witneſſe, If they be evill diſpoſed, 
you mult come to the part of goods the which with his 
Lord fortunate enricheth,unfortunate giveth nothing. 
Likewiſe you mult jadge of the part of felicity and of 
his Lord. And that things which the other places ſigni- 
he, you mult alwaies have recourſeto the naturall ſignit;- 
cator of riches, which'is Jupiter, theavhich well placed, 
& tortunare, giveth goods in abundance : principally it 
he be Lord of the Nativity, or Lord of the houre, or of 
the afcendant, or of the ſecond houle, or ofthe part of 
fortune, or of the part of goods,or of the part of telicity, 
or of temporall light, or of the tenth houſe, otherwiſe he 
giveth nothing. 
Ven the aboveſaid Significators ſhall be unfortunate, 
the

the judgements of Nativities. 
the child cannot be rich, it the tenth houſe(of the which 
we will ſpeake hereafter) do not pomiſe him ſome good 
luck. Men find alſo ofte by experience, that when a planet 
is within his own houſe or exaltario,or in his joy,(with- 
out being unfortunate, or clſc where cnvironed wit'i the 
fortunes or their beames ) that he giveth goocls, although 
he be not Significator of riches, It in the tourth houſe be 
his Lord, or other fortunate Planet, he promiſeth inherij- 
tances.If any fixed {tarre of the firit or ſecond greatneſle be 
joyned to the temporall light,or to the degree aſcendant, 
or to the points of the other angles, or to other Planets 
in the ſaid places placed, the doth raiſe the man of baſe 
eltate,to great authority, and honour: and it he be of the 
race of Princes,it will make him a puifſant Lord & King, 
When a likeplanet ſhall be Lord of the aſcendant, 
and of the ſecond houſe, the child ſhall be covetous of 
money and gaine,as that which happeneth when Capri- 
corne isaſcendant. When the Lord of the ſecond houſe 
ſhall be within the firit, the goods come without labour. 
Likewiſe when the Lord ot the ſecond houſe giveth 
itrength to the Lord of the aſcendant. When the Lord of 
the aſcendant ſhall bein the ſecond, the goods ſhall not 
come without travell, nor when theLord of the aſcendanr 
{hall give ſtrength to theLord of the ſecond.Saturn,Mars, 
Mercury depraved,the Sunne and the taile of the Dragon 
Lunary,within the ſecond,deltroy the man, and diſperte 
| his goods: except when they have at the lealt foure dig- 
nities,or when they be received. When the Lord of the 
alcendant ſhall regard with evil! afpe& the ſecond hole, 
0: the part of goods and of tortune, ortÞcir Lords, the 


child of his owne proper will ſhall diſperſe his goods. 


If the Lord of the afcendant be untortunate in the ſecond 
houſe, the child ſhall be too largea giver, and prodigall, 
Ifany misfortune have dominationupon the aſcendant, 
and in the ſecond, the child thall be deltroyed by others, 
which ſhall deitroy his goods, and rob him. When 


the ſaid ſignificators of goods {hall be unfortunate, the 
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child ſhall be all his life in paine and travell, without any 
advancement or profit, 

Abraham Aveneſre ſaith, that if the Lord of the ſecond 
be burnt,and Jupiter evil] diſpoſed, that the child ſhall be 
alwayes poore. And Hermes ſaith,when the Lord of the 
profeſſion (of the which we ſhall ſpeake in the 27. chap. ) 
{hall be burnt, or retrograde, or in the 6.0or 12.houſe,and 
not any planet regarding the Moone;the child ſhall ſeeke 
his living from doore to doore like a begger. Jupiter, 
Venus, and the head of the Dragon in the ſecond, all- 
wayes enrich. Venus in the fifth promiſeth ſome good. 
The Sunne inthe ninth fortunate, giveth benefices, or 0- 
ther goods of the {;de of the mien of the Church. Mars 

in the ſixt well diſpoſed, giveth good or nouriſhment to 
Beatis,and exerciſe of Phyliicke. The Sunne in the figne of 
Leo,will never ſuffer the child to be poore. 


Chap. XIV. By what meanes riches and poverty come. 


Aving well aoted the places which promile,. and 

-& bring riches, in regarding the ſituation of the ſaid 

lignificators, wee will know by what meanes ought to 
come the good and the evill. For if the fignificator be in 
the firlt houſe received and fortunate, it eaſily inricherh 
the perſon by his induſtry and proper labour : and if hec 
be in the {aid place unfortunate, it is that his induſtry, 
and labour doth profit him nothing ; and the ſooner 
from thence to lofſe and damage. 

If hebe in theſecond houſe well diſpoſed, it profiteth 
to talke with Merchants, and lend merchandize and mo- 
ney,and of them make gaine, And if he be there evill di- 
ſpoſed,the ſaid bulineſſe bringeth great damages. If he be 
within the third houſe fortunate, it bringerh the goods 
from the4ide of brothers and fiſters,and coulins,$& allyes, 
or from the fide of themen of the Church in taking charg 
of their affaires : or to traffique here and there about his 
Country. It he be in the 4.well placed, he is inriched of 

inheritances, & goods of our fathers and predeceſſors, of 
labouring 
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laboring and tilling of ground, of houſes & oftentinies 
doth meer with treaſure, If it be within thefift, it profits 
tobe a good dancer,a good Player, to be brave, gracious, 
pleaſant and delighttull, and ſometimes to be voluptu- 
ous: alwaies well,becauſe of God-fathers, and God-mo- 
thers,and of their proper children; or becauſe of gifts, 
or to make ſome voyage, anddo ſume embaſſage. Thoſe 
things that come appertaining to bravery and voluptu- 
ouſnefſe,and making ready delicates,odours & perfumes, 
of this houſe they very ſuddenly draw their profie. If 
the ſaid (ignificator be in the {ixt well placed, he ſhall make 
his profitin nouriſhing,and buying and ſelling of ſhcepe, 
muttons, and other ſmall bealts, or ſhall begome rich by 
thediligence and faithfulnefſe of his ſervants, or ſhall 
gaine by the exerciſc of Phylicke. The Gaolors, and 
others, which have the charge of priſons, draw often- 
times their profit from this houſe. 

If the fignificator be in the ſeventh fortunate,it promi- 
ſeth great good of the {ide of women, by marriages, or 
like agreements;and oftentimes to have pleaded,and gay- 
ned his ſuite in the law, or having beene in the warres, 8: 


pilled the enemies, It it be in theeight well diſpoſed, ir 


giveth great dowry and great good, becauſe of women, 


| and ſometimes heritages, of the which he ſhall not great- 
| ly thinke of. If it betn the ninth fortunate, he ſhall be 
| enriched of the goods of the Church, or by traffique and 


| travelling in ſtrange Countries. 


Tf it be well in; the tenth, he ſhall have his profit ofthe 
1deof Kings, Princesand Lords, and be made of them 
governour's of Townes, and honourable Officers ; or be 
enriched by their owne vocation and profeſſion. 

Ifitbe within the eleventh,in good difpolition,he profi- 
teth by reaſon of friends,% by favor of men in authoricy. 
| If it bein the twelfth fortunate, it giveth gaine by nou- 
riſhing,and ſelling of horſes,mares,oxen,kyne,cammee, 
and other great beaſts: or to have charge of priſoners: or 
of the perſecution of enemies, with profitable vitory in 


the 
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the end; As oftentimes it happeneth to ſome,which accy- 
ling others, & cannot provethe crimes intended, be con- 
demned to make a good amends to the 'party : after all 
which perſecution,the party doth find himſelfe content, 
Saturne by bimſelte,enricheth by heritages & !labours, 
nouriſhing of all cattell, & with trading with auncient 
men,or with country-men,mariners,and other vild men: 
in corne, wines, oyles, fiſh, oade, roſen,allum, leather, 
tyles, ſtones, plaiſter,chalke,lyme,and ſuch merchandize. 
Jupitergby offices, benefices, and bulineſſe of men of the 
Church,and all gaines that are made without deceit, Ex- 
cept when he is intortunate, for then under the ſhadow 
oft verruc, he doth his affaires crattily. | | 
Mars,by warres,ſuites,or thefts, or by (laughter, & el- 
ling of cartell:or if it be in aſpe& of Venus, by phylicke, 
The Sunne by honourable offices, dignities and Lord- 
ſhips,by great credit, by charges to keepe and gather the 
money of Princes and Common-weales. | 
Venus by mulicke,pleaſure, grace and vertue, by brave- 
ry,by play,and ſometimes by voluptuoutneſſc, and ſomc- 
time to ſerve ſome great Ladie. | 
Mercury, to ſpeake well and write well, and to be very 
S$kilfull, to be a Secretary, a Regiſter, a Poet, an Orator, 
& a good advocate,to be a Geometrician, Arithmetician, 
Aſtrologian,and a good trader. The Moone for voyages, 
navigation, wandring, and trading in far Countries, to 
have the charge of ſmall affaires of the common-wealth, 
If the ſaid Significator be unfortunate in the ſame places, 
they bring dammage and intereſts, and if they be within 
the houſes of Saturne, Jupiter or other Planets, we judge 
the profit andiinterelt after the nature of Saturne, Jupiter, 
& other planers which ſhall be Lords of the ſame places. 


Chap.XV.Of the time when the riches & dammayes ſhall come. 


He ſaid riches ſhall come, when the Significators of 
goods (hal meet by dire&ion,in body,or in aſpef&s of 
amity. Asif Venus in ſome nativity promiſe goods,they 
ſhall 
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ſhall come when Venus by direttion ſhall touch the place 
of ſupiter,or the degree of the lecond houſe,or the part of 
fortune,or their good aſpeAs: Likewiſe you matt judge of 
damages in goods. For when a ſignificator of damages,% 
intereſts doth meet by direCtion a iigniticator of goods, 

or kis aſpe&s of enmity,then certainly comes the lofle, & 
damage. As when Saturne or Mars meet Jupiter in the 

part of fortune;the part of go9ds, and other places which 

tignifie riches, the which alſo you mu't dirett to the ſaid 

11] fortunes, orto their evill aſp:C& tgnitying alwayes 

ſome loile, 

By the revolutions allo you may know the time of 
good andevill fortune, For when Jupiter in the narivi- 
ty ſhall bein the ligne Libra well liipoſed, alwaics and 
as many times,as you fall and him in the revolution in 
the ligne,in the ſame forrune,certainly he ſhall then. bring 
the goods that he promiſed,at the houre of the Nativity. 

To the contrary, if he be unfortunate by Saturne or 
Mars in the Nativitic, alwaies, and as many times as hee 
{hall be in the revolution over againit the ſaid nnforta- 
natorz, then theſaid damage ſhall come in the ſort,and 
manner as was lignined inthe Nativitie. 

If the tigntficator of goods be Orientall, the goods 
come in youth,if it be Occidental], in age. It it be inthe 
firlt houſe, he ſhall be rich in his firſt age, it it be betweene 
the firlt and the tenth, upon the time of twenty, and 
ſeven yeares. IF it be inthe tenth, betweene thirty, and 
five and thirty, Tf it be betweene the tenth , and ſea- 
venth,about forty and forty eight. Itit be in the ſeventh, 
he ſhall be rich in his old age, You mult alſo looke to 
the three Lords of the triplicity, and to every ſignificator 
of Goods. For the firſt Lord figniheth the firitage, the 
ſecond of the time of thirty or forty yeares, the third 
thelatt age. Wherefore if the tirit Lord of the triplicitie 
of one fignificator of riches be fortunate, the aid goods 
l1gnified {hall come at the firſt time : or it he be unfortu- 
nate, the damage then ſhall ſticke, by this meanes you 
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may apply the other Lords, to the ages following, and 
according to the good or evill diſpot:tion you mult judg 
of the fortune ot-every one. 


Chap. XVI. Of Brethren, 


Ars and Saturne within the third houſe out of 
LY I their principall dignitics and nct received, {igni- 
feth that the child ſhall have no brother nor ſiſter, And 
it they be in their principall dignities, or ifthey be for- 
tunately received, they may then give ſome brethren,but 
by reaſon of the which he ſþall alwaies be in forrow, 
ftrite,and contentions. The taile of the Dragon or Lu- 
naris, maketh him ſee the death of his brethien, when 
the 1s in the third houſe. That doth the Lord of the ſaid 
houle alſo, when heis in thetcnth or ejghth,and when 
he is burned, or otherwite cvilly diſpoſed. 

If in the ninth be any Planct well dignified; and the 
[ord of the third houſe be unfortunate, his brethren 
tball dye before hin, it hedo nct find in the ſame houſe 
ſome favourable planct, or it the Lord of the ſaid houſe 
be net amiably regarded ot fortunes, 

Jupiter, the Funne, Venus, the head of the Dragon, 
the. Moone,and Mercury, fortunate in the third houſe. 
do give many brethren, happy, pacified and fortunate. 
Mars regarding the ſaid houſe, or his Lord of cvill 
aſpet, ſ1gniheth {trife and debate among the brethren. 
Thac which ligniketh allo the Lord of theſa'd houſe,in 
the 7. and 12. And Mars oppoiite to the afcendant, or 
to the Lord of the aſcendant,and to the temporal! light, 
and whena like planet is Lord of the 3. and 7. or 12. 
houte. The part of the amitie of brethren with hisT ord 
fortunate, t1gnifeth concord : unfortunate, diſcord a- 
mong brethren. The part ot brethren, and the third 
houſe, with their Lords in watry ſignes, denoteth many 
brethren and liſters: and it they be Hang they {igni- 
he concord and good love together : unfortunate deno= 
teth rhe contrary. | 


Chap. 
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Chap. XVII. Of the Father 2nd AMutber, 


He Lords of the fonrth, and of the part of the Fa- 

cher, burnt out of their proper houſes and exaltati- 
&ns,{ignihe that the Father cannot long live. The ill for- 
runes within the 4. {1gnific that the father ſhall die pre- 
ſently after, it within the ſaid houſe they benot digni- 
fed,or it the tortuncs do not enterlace their favourable 
beames : Likewiſe you mutt j1dze of the mother, when 
the ſaid Contellations ſhall be in the 10, The fortunes 
in the 4. fignife longlitfe to the Father, and happy for- 
rune: and likewiſe ot the mother, when chey be within 
the 10. The Sun unfortunate within the 4.or 8. houſe, 
teltifieth that the Father ſhall not live loag:likewiſe you 
maui judge of the mother when the Moone {hall be fo di- 
tpoſed. Itche Lord of the 4. be in the 11. the child ſhall 
ſe: the death of his Father. It-rche Lord of the 1 0. be in 
the 5.he ſball (ce the death of his Mother. Venus or the 
Moone in the 4. unfortunate, giveth peril] to the mo- 
ther at her deliverance. The Lord of the 4. in the 7. or 
r 2. houſe, or in evill aſpects ot il] fortunes, ſignifieth 
ſtrif2 and quarrels betwezne thz Father anJ the Sonne, 
Likewiſe yo!t mu\tj.1dgze of the mother, when the Lord 
of the 19. {hall bz in the ſame difpo'ition. The part of the 
Father fortunate, denoteth long and happy life to rhe 
Father : unfortunate, he (hall dye very quickly. The part 
of the mother lignitieth as much of the mother, after her 
good or evill diſpolition. 

Commonly the Aftrologians have regard to the Sun 
and to Satarne tor the Father, an4 to Venus and the 
Moone for the mother, If the Nativity be by day, they 
take the Sun for ſ1gnitcator of the Father : if it be by 
night they rake Saturn, ifthe San be not in any angle of 
heaven:for it it be in the 1.0r 4.they preterrc himalwaies 
to Saturne. It the Sun be in the 1. in thenativitie of the 
x child, the figure of the nativity of the Father and of 
the Sunne ſhall be both one, T he ttgniticator of the Fa» 
F2 ther 
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ther.joyned to the Fortunea,or receiving their amiable a- 
ſpeCts,denote good fortune & long lite ro rhe Father: the 
cotrary you muſt underſtand when they be unfortunate, 

If the Lord of the aicendant, and the L ord of the 4. 
do looke with an evill aſpeft, the Sonne and the Father 
ſhall be in diſcord, principally if Mars intermedle with 
his pernitious beames. Fur the mother you mult Jooke 
principally to Venus,if the Nativity be by day: cr to the 
Moone,if jt be by night. And after their good and evil] 
diſpolitions, you muſt judge the good, or contrary for- 
tune of the mother. 


Chap. XVIII. Of beritages and good- of the earth. 


He Fortunes,or other Planets fortunate, within the 
fourth or eighth houſe,denoteth inheritances, and 
poſſeſſions : the i]l fortunes do deny or deſpiſe them. Sa- 
turne, natural] (ignificator of heritages, lands, and poſ- 
ſeflions, well diſpoſed,doth give great goods and Jands, 
and maketh the man happie in labouring and tillage ; 
T hat alſo fignitieth the ligniticators of riches,when they 
be well diſpoſed within the houſes of Saturne, And the 
part of heritages,and the part of fortune in ſowers & til- 
ters when they bc fortunate,with their Lords. It the faid- 
{1gnificator be unfortunate,you mnſt judge the contrary.” 
When one lelfe Planet is Lord of the firit and fourth 
houſe, the child ſhall-have inheritanees which ſhall en- 
rich him. it the ſaid Lord be fortunate: andit he ſe}! and 
diſperſe them,he is unfortunate. The Lord of the aſcen- 
dant, or the Moone within the fourth fortunate, and a- 
mnyiable by Jupiter or Venus regarded, denote that he ſhall 
find ſome great ſumme of money under the earth, prin- 
cipally, if Sarurne calt his Trines or Scxtile beames : or 
that of Mines of gold and {Iver he ſhall be made rich. 
The taile ofthe Dragon in the fourch,maketh him to: 
ſell and diſperſe his goods. That doth alſo the head of 
the Dragon,when ſhe is in a ſigne earthly or watriſh : in 
acrie {ignes,or fiery,the giveth great goods,and lands. 
Chap, 
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_ Chap. XIXK. Of Children. 


' He fortunes in the filt, give the children: the nnfor- 
tunes denie them. - Except when they be im their 
proper houſe or exaltations,for then they pive evill chil- 
dren; that which they do allo, when regarding the ſaid | 
houſe, or the Lord cf the ſame, with evill aſpe&s, If the 
Lord of the firſt be burned, he giveth the children abor- 
tives,or Which preſently after their birth die, It the aid 
Lord be in the 12, he ſhall ſee the death of his children. If 
he bein the 7.07 12.or if a like Planer be Lord of the 5.7. 
or 12.he ſhall havyeſuits and queltions with his children, 
The Lord of the aſcendant, in cvill aſpe& of the Lord of 
the 5.denoteth as much. Before you givejudgment of the 
children,you mult conſider the 10.and the 7.houte, & the 
parts of children with their Lords. The t1gnificators of 
the children in Maſculine ſignes, {ignifie Male children 
in feminines,denote daughters : Likewiſe you mult judge 
when they be coupled with planets,maſculines, or femi- 
nines, 
Chap. XX. Of Servants. | 
== ſignifications of ſervants mult be raken of the 
place of Mars and Mercury, of the {1xt houſe of the 
part of ſervants, and of their Lords.The which tortunate 
give faithfull ſervants, unfortunate give them evill, 
When the Lord of the aſcendant, and the Lord ol the 
1xt ſhall be in good aipe& together to the ſignificators of 
riches, the child ſhall become rich by the induſtry, and 
faithfulnefle of his ſervants.

Ou muſt; figit of all conſider the places of Saturne and 

of Mars,and of the Lord of the {1xt houſe, And accor- 
ding to the ligne in the which they be, you muit judge 
the {ickneſle to bein the place marked by the ſaid tigne. 
As if Saturne were in the ſigne of Libra, it denoteth thar 
the licknes is in thereins of the nature of Saturn, becauſe 
that Libra is the ligne that hath government over the 
reines, as (hall be declared in the ſecond Booke. Likewiſe 
you mult #adge of other {tgnificators,after the government: 
of the ſigne in the which they be. 

The licknefſeand accidents comming by Saturne, Mars 
and other Planets,ſhall be explained in the ſecond booke. 
Mars in the aſcendant, giveth alwaics ſome notable hu 
apon the face,or upon the head, and often neere the eyes 
when he is neere the lights. Saturne in the firlt houſe, 
yceldeth the man to be very {adde,and melancholy, and 
vexeth the mind,caufing horrible il], and feartull imagi- 
nations. The taile of the Dragon in the firlt, darkneth 
much the ſight,and often yeelds the men blind;when the 
Luminaries or the fortunes do not interming!etheir fa. 
vourable 
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- vourable beames. Saturneand Mars in thetenth, fignifee 


{ickneſſe in the necke, in the ſeventh, in the buttockes: as 
Filtulaes, Emrods, Ucers,and hurts,&c. In the (ixt,dif- 
eaſes inthe teet:in the twelfth, hurts, and griefes in the 
legges,as I have often tryed, Saturne infortunate,ligniti- 
eth diſeaſes in the parts appertaining to Saturne. Jupiter 
and the other, {ignite as much, when they beevill diſpo- 
ted, Ot the parts which b:long to the Planets we will 
ipeake of in the ſecond Booke. 

They which have tac Luminaries,orany of the princi- 
pall places in the figureuntortunate in the t1gne-of Scor- 
pio, are ſubject tothe French-pox. The ill fortunes in 
the iigne ct Gemini, give alwayes Lome great and violent 
blowes upon the {houlders,legges and armes.The Moone 
untortunate in the ligne of Aries lignitieth great paine in 
the head.Saturne and Mars joyned to the Luminaries, or 
to the Lord of the aſcendant, trouble the iight,and ſpoile 
the eyes with {ome blow. The Sunne in the Nativities 
Diurnes,lignificth the right eye, the Moone the left: in 
the No&urnes,to the contrary. It the degrees of the firii 
houſe, or the Luminarics be joyned with any trouble- 
ſome itarrc, the eyes thall be darke, and the fight trou- 
bled ; likewiſe if they be in the t1gnes which the Aftrola- 
gers call Azemenz,and filthy dregges,&c. 

- Saturne in the fixt houle burned in a watry ſigne, de- 
noteth ſome forme of leproiic. Saturne in the aſcendant, 
maketh ſome notable detormicy in the tace, when hee is 
neere the Moone. The ill fortunes and the Moone, and 
Venus in watry i1gnes, {igniiic leprofie,ulcers, and cankers 
on the body, and villainous ſpots in the face, Saturne in 
the ninth, and the Moone in the eight unfortunategde- 
note trouble of mind and tolly, - Venns Joyned to Mer- 
cury unfortunate by Saturne or Mars, without aſpc& of 
Jupiter,or of the Sun,fignitie notable griefe in the parts 
of generation. It Venus and Mercury be under the beams 
of the Sunne, they {ignifie as much. Saturne with the 
Moone burned, cauleth paliies and impoſtumes. Mer 
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cary unfortunate, giveth alwayes ſome impediment in 
the tongue,and ſo doth Saturne alſo, when heis unfor- 
ranate in the temporall lights . The Sunne unfortunate, 
denoteth wen or" of the heart: principally when he is 
Lord of the 5.houſe,or Lord of the part of ticknefſe. The 
i1l fortunes with the taile of the Dragon;cauſfe looſneſle, 
and the flixe of the belly. They that have the Sunne,or 
Mars in the fignes of Aries or Gemini, be ſubjz@to the 
Stone. The retrogradation, and burning of Saturne, and 
Jupiter,ſpoyle the hearing and the teeth. 

hen the Moone,and Mercury do not looke between 
them,and do not regard the aſcendant, nor the Lord of 
the aſcendant, the child (k..!11 be troubled in his under- 
ftanding. The retrogradation of all the hve planets,jfig- 
nifieth the falling tickneſſe. The ill tortunes joyned in the 
aſcendant in evill aſpe&s of the Moone, or the Lord of 
the aſcendant,denote entire folly, The part of {icknefles 
with his Lord fortunate,preſerveth from lickneſſe,unfor- 
runate,give many evils. 


Chap. XXII. Of Marriage. 


Fe: the marriage you muſt looke the ſeaventh houſe 
and his Lord, the places of Venus and the Moone in 
the Nativities of men, and in the places of the Sunne and 
of Mars in Nativities of women : and the parts of mar- 
riage,and the place of Jupiter. If the ſaid f1gnificators be 
fortunate, the marriage ſhall be happy, if they be unfor- 
tanate, it (hall be full! of envies, reproaches and evils, If 
ſome be fortunate, and ſome unfortunate by certaine 
times, now happy, and then unhappy, it ſhall be mani- 
felt. Many planetrs in the ſeaventh houſe , give many 
women : likewiſe when many planets regard the faid 
houſe or his Lord.If Venus,and the Lord of the ſeaventh 
houſe be burned, or otherwiſeof Saturne oppreſſed, the 
child ſhall never marry. Jupiter and Venus within the 
6.or $. ſignifieth that he ſhall marry a widow, jan_ 
burned ſignifieth as much, Otherwile if Jupiter behold 
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Venus, and the other ſignificators of marriage, it promi- 
ſeph maids and virgins. It Venus or Jupiter, or the Lord 
on ſeaventh houſe be joyned to Saturne, or if Saturne 
be within the ſeaventh houſe, the woman ſhall have 
ſome note of infamy, ( that is to underſtand ) ſhe ſhall 
be of a ſtrange religion,or ſhall bea baſtard,or ſhall be of 
the race of Lepors, or of ſome other, by whom the Pa- 
rents have received ſome thame, or ſhe ſball be deformed, . 
and her Parents ſhall be of a very weake condition. Mars 
in theſaid houſe, or beholding with evill aſpe& the Sig= 
nificators of marriage, intermingle {trife and contenti- 
ons betweene the man and the wite: the ſame doth alſo 
Venus in the ſeaventh or twelfth houſe. 
1 Mars inthe ninth, aſmuch in the nativities of women 
as of mcn,denoteth ſome manner of ſeparation of marrj- 
age-And Venus in the ninth, iignifieth that the man ſhall 
hate his wife,notſo much for the vice which he ball find 
in her,but of a delire to be folitary. The Significators of 
marriage unfortunate,or within the the houſes Cadents, 
ſgnifieth the woman to be of a finple race, or the huſ- 
band in the Nativitie of women. 

If Venus and the Lord of the fſeaventh hoaſe, joyne 
with the fignificators of riches, beholding the Lord of 
the aſcendant with an amiable aſpet&, ſhee gives much 

goodsby reaipn of women. T he figniticators of marriage 
* within thethird or ninth, or elſe where Peregrines,ligni- 
fe that he ſhall marry out of his Country, The fortunes 
within the ſeaventh houſe, denote happy magfiage, the 
ill fortunes unhappy. The Lord of the ſeaventh within 
the ſecond, denoteth thathee ſhall ſee the death of his 
wite, Thefignificatorsof marriage occidentall, witnefſe 
that heſhall marry late, or in his youth take a wife older 
than himſelfe.Orientall,denoteth that he (ball marrie in 
his youth,or in bis age marry a young wite:Likewiſe you - 
mult jadge of husbands in the nativity of women.

Ecauſethe 8, houſe is ſucceeding to the7:by good rea- 
B ſon it ſ1gnifieth the profit of the ſignitications of the 
7.(thatis to ſayJofnuarriage. If then in the eight there be 
any fortunate Planet, or any part fortunate, the child 
{hall havegreat dowry by his wite, and of that fide ſhall 
meet with great inheritances, and great goods. To the 
contrary, it Saturne and Mars be unfortunate in the ſaid 
houſe,he ſhall have ſmall dowry, and the ſame ſhall never 
be fully paid, | 
When the fortunes be in the ſaid houſe unfortunare, 
he hath hope of great goods the which inthe end he ſhall 
notenjoy. The Lord of the ſaid place untortunate deno- 
reth as much ; and it he be fortunate and coupled with 
the {ignificators of riches, itdenoteth great goods, and 
great profit on that (ide. It happeneth well ſometimes 
when the ſeaventh houlc is fortunate, and cheeighth un- 
fortunate, As that which lignitieth a_lictle dowrie, and 
deſperation of other goods towards his wite, and thar 
alwayes he ſhall beenciched by the diligence, induſtry, 


and faithfulnelle of his wite.

Ou miſt firſt conſider it there be any Planer in the 
eight houle, for it is convenient to take it for Signi- 
kcator of the death. If within the ſaid houſe there be ne- 
ver a planet, take them tor Significators that be in the 
ſcaventh,preferring him alwayes that is beſt dignified. If 
within the ſeaventh you find none, draw the Significator 
of the death from theſe places which follow.

The Planet which in all theſe places ſhall be moſt dig- 
nified, ſhall be principall Sig nificaror of death. 

If Saturne being in the eight or ſeaventh houſe, or o- 


, therwiſe more dignifed in the above-ſaid points of the 
figure, he is principall lignificator of the death. It he be 


well diſpoſed, it witnefſeth thatthe ſame party (hall die 
of the Droplie, of ſome great ſtopping of the liver, and 
of the Spleene, or of a quartane Fever, of the flixe of the 
belly,of Pthilicke, or of ſome burning Fever, and of Im- 
poſtumations of the eares,&c.It it be greatly untortunate, 
andtogether with the Lord ot the afcendant,and the Lu- 
minaries temporally be evill diſpoſed,it denoteth violent 
death by impoſtumes, Paliies, falling downe of humors, - 
ſufiocations,over-flowne with water. When it is in wa- 
try Signes, by ſome fall or ruine : whenit is in carthly 
Signes, by great blowee : for to be hanged,when it is in, 
aycric tignes. 

If Jupiter be ſignificator of the death, it denoteth that 
heeſbal] die of a Pluriiie,of a Squinance, or of ſome hot 
apoſtumations of theliver, or of the lungs, or of other 
1cknelſes comming of wind or of bloed, and that if he 
be fortunate, For when hee is evill diſpoſed and unfort- 
nare, it maketh him die by the hand of jultice, by tae 
commandement of the Prince,by ſentence of the Judge,or 
of the Marſhall, by overitowing in waters,to be whipped, 
and {courged, by long impritonment, 

Tt it be Mars well diſpoſed, by continual! tertian Fe- 
vcrs, by flixe ot blood, by Carbuncles and peſtilences, by 
imputtumes comming of chelericke matters, burnings 
by too much uſing of women. If he be very evill diſpoſed, 
:t maketh him tobe hanged and ſtrangled, or ſmothered, 
or otherwiſe killed in his bedde, or on his horſe, When 
he 
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he is an aierie ſigne or partaker within the water,when he 
is a watry ſigne or fallen from on high,or of ſome ruj- 
nous murtherer. When he isa terreſtriall,or burned:when 
he isa fiery {igne: principally if the Lord oftheaſcendant. 
and the luminaries temporally be unfortunate by Mars.lt 
it be the Sun well diſpoſed, he ſhall die of ſome hot dit- 
caſe-If it be unfortunate, by the commandement of the 
Prince,or by ſentence of the Judge,or he ſhall dic among 
a great company of men,ſubjett ro death, or in priſon,or 
in a Dungeon, erin ſome other ltinking and filthy place. 
Itit be Venus well diſpoſed, he ſhall die of too much ea- 
ting fruits,or with too much continuing his vuluptuout- 
neſſe,or of ſome Filtula,or Impoſtume. It the be unfortu- 
nate,it denoteth death by venome, principally when the is 
burned, or joyned to Sacurne, or of too mnch burning 
affeftion of [ove,or of great griefes of the French poxe. It 
itbe Mercury fortunate,it maketh him die by ſadnefſe,by 
great apprehenfions,by the yellow jaunders,by pthiticks, 
by the br Fever,or by roo much watching. It he be 
greatly untortunate,it ſignificth that he ſhall die by mad- 
neſſe,the talling-ſicknefle, by violent coughs, with brea- 
king in ſunder the veines, by fooliſh melancholie, by jea- 
loutte, 

It it be the Moone well diſpoſed, with too much eating 
moyit meats,by drinking water,by roo much continuing 
his pleaſure; It ſhe be unfortunate, you mutt coniider the 
nature of him which is unforiunate. For it it be Mars he 
{hall die by fire, or by hurt:or by abortitement, if ir be a 
woman. It it be Saturne,by ruines, talls, peitilences, and 
like accidents. 

Before concluding of what death the party ſhall dic, 
youmult conſider the difpolition of the Lord of the a- 
ſcendant,and of the Luminaries temporall:For it they be 
well diſpoſed,the death ſhall not be violent,aithough the 
principall fignificator be greatly unfortunate. If the ſaid 
Significator be unfortunate, together with the lumina-= 


ries temporall, orthe Lord of the aſcendant evill difpo- 
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ſed,wee eſteeme certainly that the death ſhall be violent, if 
Jupiter or Venus do not intermingle their favourable 
beames,and then the ſaid perſon ſhall fall in great danger 
of the ſaid violent death,and from the which he ſhall al- 
waies eſcape miraculouliy. 

It oneot the ill tortunes be in the ligne of Cancer,and 
the other in the ligne of the Lyon, the death (hall be vio- 
lent;Likewile if any of the ſaid ill fortunes be in the t1gne 
- of the Lyon,and the luminaries temporall,or the Lord ot 
the aſcendant beunfortunate,$ one of the ill fortunes be 
in the firit houſe, and the other in the ſeaventh,or tourth, 
or one of them in the tenth, and the other in the tourth. 

The Sunne or the Moone, or the Lord of the aſcen- 
danr, joyncd with Mars, have right in one fixed (tarre, 
which the Aſtrologers call the head of Meduſe, or other- 
wiſe the head of the devill, maketh him by the hand of 
the Executioner to loſe his head. 

When the Sun,and the Moone,and Saturne,and Mars, 
occupie the 4.angles of heaven,orat the leait 3.che perſon 
{hall die a horrible death : for he hall loſe his head, or be 
cut in 4. quarters, or bedrawne with toare horſes: prin- 
cipally, it in the ſaid angles be the {ignes of Gemini, Pi- 
ſces andAquarius.Mars in the ninth or eighth in the ligne 
of Aquarius,or of Gemini, oppolite to the Moone,or the 
Lord of the aſcendant. without good afpeCtof fortunes, 
maxeth him perith by Sulpher or fire from heaven.Saturn 
in the the tweltth, 11xt, eight, or fourth houſe unfortn- 
nate, the Lord of the ſaid houſes maketh himdie in pri- 
{on,or ele where in great paineand travell : principally 
whenthe luminarics temporal, or the 1.ord of thealcen- 
dant be untortunate in any of theſaid hoults, 

The taile of the Dragon, being joyned to the Significa- 
tors of death, denote poyſons, venomes,% violent niedi- 
cines,orill applyed, and flixe of the belly. Mars within 
the fourth,cight,ewelfch,or fixt unfortunate, their Lords 
& the I1minaries temporall,or the Lord of the aſcendant, 


witneſſe violent death,by the ſhedding of blood or other- 
wile. The. 
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The Significators of death within the ninth or third 
houſe,ſignife that the perſon ſhall die by the way,or in a 
ſtrange Country: except they be in their owne proper 
houſes or exaltations, for then he ſhall die in his houſe, 
and bring his evill from the high waies. The ſaid fignif- 
cators in —_ houſes or exaltations; make him 
dic in his houſe,it they be Peregrines, they make him die 
out of his houſe, | 

The Moone joyned to a fixed ſtarre, named theClaire 
of the ballance meridionall,denoteth violent death.That 
doth ſhe alſo when ſhe is joyned with other ſtarres that 
have the nature of the luminaries. Mars in the 8. houſe 
with the head of the Dragon, maketh him to be hanged 
and ſtrangled. Many Planets within the ſeaventh houſe, 
make him die of ſome ſtrange and terrible kind of death, 
Saturne, Mars, and the head of the Dragon in the firſt, 
Venus and Mercury with the taile in the ſeaventh,, make 
the body ina thouſand peeces. 

If the principall Signiticator be burned in his owne 
proper houſe or exaltation,without being-otherwiſe un- 
fortunate,it maketh him dic ſuddenly, of ſome feeblenes, 
or other ſuddaine and ſecret accident, without other vi- 
olence, The fortunes well diſpoſed in the eight houſe, 
preſerve him alwayes from violent death. 


Chap.XXV.Of voyages by Land and by Sea. 


| pr ary a1 Sinne and Mercury fortunate in the 
ninth houſe,denote that he ſha]l be happy in viages by

Lfo as the head of the Dragon,the luminaries, and 
Mercury in the ninth houſe well diſpoſed, denote 
entire faith,and conſtancie in his Religion,Saturn,Mars, 
and the taile of the Dragon do hinder it. Saturne of his 
nature is moſt enclined to the Law of the Jewes : aad 
Mars to the Law ofthe Tuarkes and Mahometilts ; the 
taile of the Dragon,cauſerh him alwayes toerre from the 
truth of the Law:The Lord of the ninth,and the part of 
the faith, with his Dominator fortunate,yeeldeth a man 
conſtant in his faith:unfortunate maketh him variable. 
If the parc of the ſpiric be in the {igne of the Lion ar 
the birth ofa Chrittian, he ſhall be very conltant in his 
religion,if the Sanne be fortunate : it he be unfortunate 
by Saturne, to goe trom his faith, and to addrefe it to 
that of the Jewes. If he be unfortunate by Mars, it ma- 
keth him more to incline to the law of the Turkes, -and 
Mahaometilts. If the ſaid part be-in the houſes of Saturne 
at the nativity ofa Jew, or in the houſes of Mars at the 
nativity ofa Turke, they thall deny their Law : if the 
ſaid Lords of the ſaid part be retrogrades,or otherwiſe il! 
diſpoſed. Saturne in the ninth at the nativity of a Jerve, 
doth nothing diminiſh his faith.Saturn in the faid houle 
when he is fortunate,tignifi:th dreames to be true. Mars, 
and the taile of the Dragon lignike them vaine and falſe. 
Theother fignihcators do aſſure them to be true,

Jupi= 
ter denotethathe Officers, Judges, Beneiices, Prelates, Bi- 
{ſhops,Governuurs ofthe goods of che Church, Mars;ſfig- 
nifieth Captaines, Men of Wacre, Coyners, Forgeounrs, 
andothers that uſe to work with fire and Iron:and Phy- 
fitians when he is in the aſpe& of Venus. 

Sol repreſenteth Princes, Lords, Magittrates, Hunters, 
Treafarers,and Axchers. Venus Players, Dauncers, Per- 
famers, Apotheearies, an in aſpect of Mars Phyfitians, 
Mercury, Advocates, Notaries, Regilters, Poets, Rymers, 
Philoſophers , Mathemaricians, Diviners, Writcrs, Mef- 
ſengers aud Tradets. 

The Moone, Embaſſadors, Counſellers, Conſuls, Ru- 
lers of Common=-wealth, T ravellers;Hunters. It there be 
Many Sigaificators,or it the principall be coupled with 
many Planets, you mult mingle the ſignitications of the 
oneand of the other,and of the ſaid mixture, gather to- 
gcther the profeſſion comming. ot the concurrence of the 
ſtarres. You mult alſo coniider in what houſe the ſaid 
Signiticators be,if they be within the ſecond, the proteſ- 
lion ſhall be of feates of merchandize and traffiques : if 
within the third or ninth, offteats of religion, orgathe- 
ring the goods of the Church. Itin angles,ot Domina- 
rions,and governments. If in the titt of Embaſlages,legati= 
ons,and other things of pleafure. If in the fixt,of feares of 
diſeaſes, of fervants and of Catrcell,Sc. If the part of the 
honour co:mming of the protetſion,be with his Lord for- 
tunate, the infant thall obtaine great credit and honour 
becaule of his profeſſion.It they be unfortunate, it he do 
never ſo well, he thall never gaine to himſelte honour in 
the feates of his proteſlion. 
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XXVIIL. Of Dignities, Offices, and Honours, 


Þ® the dignities, offices, charges, and honours, you 
muſt havereſpe& tothe tenth houſe,to the luminaries 
remporall, to the part of nobleneſle, to the part of go- 
yernment.to the part of Magittrates,and others,appertai- 
ning to the tenth houle, with their Lords, The Planet 
that in the ſaid places ſhall have moſt dignities, ſhall be 
Significator of the ſaid con(iderationsin good or evill,ac- 
cording to his good orevill diſpoſition: particularly alſo 
- you muſt follow the faid places one atter another, to 
know of whar {ide principally the ſaid dignities, offices 
and honours ought to come. 

Saturne in the tenth houſe, or in the aſcendant in nati- 
vities by day, lignifieth great advancement and honour 
after thirty yeares,when he is notevill diſpoſed : in nati- 
vities by night,it denoteth continuall feare,to receive da- 
mage of Princes and Kings. Mars in the ſaid places in 
natlivities by night,iignifieth aJſo great advancement,and 
by day more than Saturne. 

The part of government, and his Lord within any of 
the angles, witneſſe great favour of Kings. Likewiſe you 
mutt judge of the other part that wee have dedued upon 
the tenth houſe. Mercury in thetenth well diſpoſed and 
fortunate,promiſerh dignities, offices, and honours, by 
reaſon of knowledge. Venus and the Moone becauſe of 
women. Jupiter for his vertue. The Sunne and the head 
of the Dragon in the ſame houſe,denoteth as much. The 
two Luminaries in their houſes or exaltations placed in 
the figure of heaven, do denote great advancement and 

honour, 

That which Jupiter doth allo when hee rcceiveth the 
vertue of all the other Planets,& communicateth his own 
ro Saturneand the Sun:and the fortunes,and the lamina- 
ries, when they be in the angles of heaven. Many Planets 

inthe fourth houtc, denote great honour after death. 
It in the points of the angles by any bxed ſtar of the firit 
or 
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or ſecond grearneſle,'or other having the nature of lumi- 
naries,itisa ſigne of incredible advancement. That which 
happeneth alſo when the ſaid ſtarres bejoyned to the lu- 
minaries temporall, or to the part of Fortune, or to his 
Lord,or to the Planets and parts that be in the angles, 

They which have Saturne in the tenth burne, or the 
Lord of the tenth burnt, or be by Saturne oppreſſed, or 
chat have the taile of the Dragon in the tenth, - receive 
commonly ſome forme of diſhonour, and often be de- 
prived of their eſtate, when the fortunes do not inter- 
mingle their favourable beames : except when they be al- 
{o unfortunate in their proper houſes or exalrations, or 
in the ſignes of Aries and the Lion. 

You mult note that Saturn and Mars hinder greatly the 
good fortunes,untill thatthe man hath paſſed thenumber 
of yeares correſpondent to the number of the ſmall years 
ot the ſaid Planets:and if they hinder any more time, it 
{hall beunrill that the man thall accompliſh the number 
of yearesanſwering to the number of degrees,of the over= 
thwart aſceniions of the ligne, in the which they ſhall be 
at. the nativity, 


Chap. XXIX. Of Companions and Friends, 


Ou mult for the Companions and Friends, have re- 
ſpe& ro Jupiter, the eleven:h houſe, the part of 
friends,the part of honourable companions. The Planet 
having molt dignities in the aid places, hall be princi- 
pall Significator of triends : the which after his good or 
evill diſpolition ſhall denote honourable , faithfull, and 
profitable triends: or unprofitable, diſloyall, and of baſe 
condition.

The head of the Dragon in the eleventh houſe giveth 
favour of friends: the taile denoteth a thouſand mit- 
chiefes by reaſon of them.

He fortunes in the ſeaventh and twelfth houſe, give 
victories: againſt enemies, when they be in good a- 
ſpe&to the Lord ofthe aſcendant.

thelefle we will here touch the principall point. To dire&

long time received,although it be not proper) itis no 0- 
cher thing than to itay the meeting of one place of the 
heavens with another conſequently following, according 
to the naturall order of the iignes, and that the moving 
of the firit mobile.

Then,their right aſcenhons by the third probleme of 
the ſaid houſe. 

Then againe, the diſtances of the circle Meridionall 
by. the 19.probleme, 

Incontinent, the circles of their poſitions, by the 20. 
probleme, conſequently the differences aſcentionall by 
the Tableexpreſſed. 

Andfinally.the oblique aſcenijons by the tenth Canon, 
if the ſaid ſtarres be betweene the point meridionall of 
thetenth houſe, and the point of the fourth, or the di- 
ſcentions of obliques by the cleventh probleme.it they be 
betweene the point of the tourth a j the tenth. 

This done, take out the number of the oblique aſcen- |

For to know the ſickneſſes and danger of death, you 
mult diredt the five vitall places that wee have conſidered, 
ſearching the giver of lite, in fixed ftarres of violent na- 
ture in the pointof the fourth, fixt, ſeaventh,and eighth, 
and the taile of the Dragon,to the ill fortunes, and their 
evill aſpeRts in the parts of death, and by and by to the 
Sunne, and to the head of the Dragon, Likewiſe for the 
{ame conſideration, you muſt diredt the faid pernicious 
places to the five vitall places. And they meeting, they 
judge that the man is in great danger of death, when the 
tortunes do not ſhew forth their favourable beames. 

For the goods, honor,digniries,friendſhips,and other 
conſiderations , you muſt dire& the one fignificator of 
goods with the other,and the one fignificator of honour 
with. the other,of the which we have made mention in 


the firit Booke, following the particular judgements of. 


the Nativities. 


Chap. II. Of the Separator or Burner, called of the Arabians 
Algebuthar, 


'He Separator or Burner is the Planet which hath 


-dignitie of terme & degree,to the which the yeare is 
anſverable,multiplyed with the aſcenhions of oneſigni- 
ficator. 

For to find the Separator of the like, you muſt take the 
oblique aſcenſions of the aſcendant, and adde unto the 
ſame rhe yeares of your age,and ſearch it all in the Table 
of the latitnde of yourRegion,to loore to which ligne & 
degree the ſaid number anfwereth, tor unto that point 


{hall come the perfe&ion of your lite. Looke afterward - 


which is the Planet which hath dignity of terme inthe 
ſaid degree,for of theſelf fame ſhalbe the Separator of the 
lite.

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By the ſame means you may ſecke the Separators of the 
honour, goods,gains,friends,and of other-like,upon the 
circles ot their politions. The which is convenient to 
ſceke, following the aforeſaid method of dire&ions. 


Chap. III. Ofthe Lords of the T riplicities. 


Ou mult alſo noteall the Lords of the Triplicities,in 

places which lignifie good andevill, as well in tignifi- 
cations of life, as of goods, friends, honour, marriages, 
pilgrimages,&c.If they bewell diſpoſed in the revolution, 
chey ſhall ſignifie well, touching the ſtgnification ot the 
place of the which they be Lords. It they be untortunate, 
they ſignifie evill. That is to underſtand, the Lords of the 
Triplicities! of vitall places,'will fignihe of the lite: of tlie 
places of tortune,riches and profit: of places of honour of 
the honour:good or evill,;according as they be fortunate 
or unfortunate at the houre of the revolution, 


Chap. IV. Of Revolutions. 


He Sunne returaing to the ſam? point in the which 

he was at the houre of the Nativity, maketh the re- 
volution every yeare. He therefore that would know the 
houre and minute of the revolution,hemult looke in the 
Ephemerides,at what houreand minute the Sunne began 
ro enter into the degree, minute,and ſecond, in which h 
was at the houre of the Nativity. 

If the Ephemerides do not ſuffice. you for this matter,gvo 
to a Table made forthe ſame purpoſe,by Peter Pitar,in the 
begining of the ſame Ephemerides,by him corre&ed and 
augmented. ferom Cardin uterh another,which I find very 
exaQt:the which he hath written in his book,Of the reſti- 
tution of times, and celeſtial] motions,in the 5.Chapter.

| Chap.V. Of the judgements up the revolutions, 
| dna how the Separator of life is diſpoſed in the 


higure of the revolution, for if he be unfortunate, hee 
denoteth ficknes,and other dangerous accidents: If he be 


fortunate, 
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fortunatehe holdeth him healthful & glad all the yeare, 


So likewiſe you muſt judge of the Separator of oods, 
friends,dignities,% other etfe&ts.Itis to cata that 
they give good fortune in the ſaid tignifications, it they 
be well diſpoſed:or cl{c Joffe and evill fortune if they be 
unfortunate. 

In the ſecond place, looke it the Lords of the Triplici- 
ties of the vital] places be well diipoſed,&of places which 
lignifie riches, honour,travels,brethren, Parents, wives, & 
children,do ſo much. For in the tame {ignifications the 


man {hall be happy or unhappy, according as the ſaid 


Lords ſhall be well or evill diſpoled. And princifally you 
mult conl:der the Lord that {hall raigne over your age;for 
the 1. Lord of one triplicitie governeth the firit age , the 
2.the middelt of the lite;the 3.the latter yeare. 

Thirdly,yon mult conſider which is the Planet which 
governeth over the yeare of your age,that which the Ara- 
bians call Frid ie. 

Fourthlj7, the Lord of the {igne, in which ſhall come 
the ſame yeare of perfeftion. 

In the fifth place,the Lord of the circulation, accoun- 
ting by the Lord of the houre of the Nativity. 

Then the Lord of the circulation, accounting by the 
Lord of the aſcendant of the nativity. 

And if in theaſcendant of the nativity there be any 
Planet,you mult likewiſe make circulation. 

Furthermore, you mult looke it any Planet returne to 
the ſame ſigne&houſe in the which it was at the nativity; 
for then it intendeth the ſame effe& which ir hath (igniti- 
ed in the nativity, principally when it returneth to the 
ſame ſigne.You mult alſo have rezard to the alpets which 
are made in the revolution, if they be like to them of the 
nativity ; for that ſhall be a renuing ot rhe etfeRs of the 
faid aſpefts. And you mult not forget the changing of the 
places. For if a happy planet be in the revolution in the 
place where an evill Planet was in the nativity, theevill 
tignified bythe ſaid evill Planet in the nativity, ſhafl be 
deferred that yeareby the preſence of the happy ha. 
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-Tdahecoritraryif aPlanet promiſe ary good fork 
eArenativity,and in his place inthe revolution beayt 


*ſhalbe diminiſhed inthe tevolution, or loſt by reaſon 
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-the ſaid ill fortune. The miſtfortune tn the places of mif< 
fortune augmenteth the.evill:. the good fortunes in the 
placesof good fortune, a1gmenteth the goof fortune. 
For to judge of the ſaid con{ideratigns,yaumult haye 
recourſe to that which we have ſaid' ij the two former 
Bookes of general!l and parrticitlar tigitihcations* bf 'the 
Houles,Signes, Planets, Afpe&s, arid particular ſituations 


of the Planets in Signes and houles:having alwaies before 


youreyes, the diſpoſition of itarres in the figure of the 
Nativity.For ifa Planet be in the Nativity greatly unfor- 
tunate, and in the revolution well difpolcd, 'it canno 
much profit becauſe of the hrit infelicity.” | 

Likewiſe, you mult judge of thoſe which be fortunate 
in Nativities,which being unfortunate in revolutions, do 
no great damage. There be ſume that contenylate here- 
upon,many other things, the which by experienceT have 
often found unprofitable, falſe and ſhperfluous.

I F the Nativity be by day, then the - Sun governeth the 
firlt 10,yeares, Venus $;yeares following, Meraury 13.

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Chap. VII. Of ProfeCtions. 


Fez the Profetions you mult reſolve the twelve hou- 
' Þ ſesof your Nativity inequall parts upon the Eclipſe, 
ſo farreas the aſcendant is in the fir degree of any ligne: 
the ſecond houſe ſhall be in the firſt degree ofa ligne tol- 
lowing, and the thicd, in the firſt degreeot a third f1gne: 
and to conclude,that every houſe begin by thefirſt degree, 
as the firſt houſe. 

Alſo every houſe will containe thirty degrees, and the 
firitthirty degrees of the firit houſe, ſhall appertaine to 
the firſt yeare wherein the infant is barne : the thirty of 
the ſecond, to the ſecond yeare: the thirty of the third,to 
the third yeare,and ſo conſequently untill twelve. Twelve 
yeares pafſed,you muſt begin againeat the firſt, and then 
come to the ſecond,third,tourth, &c. and ſo from twelve 
to twelve you muſt renue the ſame circuit. 


If you find the revolution within. the thirty de rees 


ſerving to your yeare, it ſignifieth ſome good or evill,ac- 
cording to his nature,or good orevilldiſpolition, & tig- 
nification of the place,of which ſhall be the ſaid profeCi- 
On, that is to ſay,of the places of life, ficknefle, death, or 
good health , of the places of goods, riches, loſe, or po» 
verty,&c. Commonly they {ceke the prote&ion of five 
places of one nativity,that is to ſay, of theplace of the 
Sunne for honour;of theplace of the Moone for the qua- 
lities of the fpirit,towards the body andexternall goods; 
of the place of thepart of fortune, for gaine, and profit ; 
of the tenth houſe for the ations, of the aſcendant for 
the life. | | 
If the Sunne be giver of life, it muſt be conſidered as 
#iver of life,and giver of honour likewiſe, the which you 
muſt do alſo-in other places , when they. import many 
fignifications. Ifthen you find any jplanet withjn the 
thirty degrees of your profe&ion, & would know what 
moneth or day the accident by him ſ1gnifted ſhall happeny 
Looke what diſtance you have betweene the firſt point 
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f your profe&ion, and the faid Planet, if there be 3 
degrees betwe:ne them, the ſaid accident ſhall happen 
out in the end of 11xe months : it there be twenty five de- 
grees,at the end of ten moneths, tor here two degrees and 
an halte, value one monerth , one degree vaJueth twelve 
daics, andtoure houres, thirty minutes value ſixe daies, 
five minutes one day. | 

Ot this there is a very exaft Table among the docu- 
ments of Peter P;tat upon the Ephemerides. Example of 
the protetions, Suppole that the aſcendant of a nativity 
was the fifteenth degree of Scorpio, I would know where 
the profe&ion ſhall light of the aſcendant at the end of 
ten yeares after the child borne, I account tenne ſignes 
from the aſcendant,atter that, I find the fifteenth degree 
of Virgo ſerving atter ten yeares, accompliſhed to 11, 
currant.I ſay then that in the ſaid time, the prote&ion of 
the aſcendant is come in the fifteenth degree of Virgo, & 
ſhall end that yeare in the htteenth degree of Libra : and 
alſo ſha]l contain thirty whole degrees, within the which 
if any Planet be found, it ſhall Ggnific good or evill of 
thelife, according to the nature and diſpoſition, as if in 
the ſaid time. | 

Mars being in the fifth degree of Libra, Twould ſay 
that the infant ſhould be troubled that yeare at the end of 
eight months, becauſethat Mars was in the place prote-

grees, We havethewed before, that two degrees and an 
halfe value one month, hve degrees two months, and 
fitteene degrees lixe months, and by courſe, twenty de- 
grees eight moneths, Y ou mult note, that the proteCi- 
ons ought to fit ro the yeares currant or complear, It is: 
to be underſtood the tenth f1gnc,as for incontinent after 
nine yeares Compleat, which is ten yeares currant, &c,

As it one were borne in rhe houre of 
Venus, that Planet ſhould raigne the firit yeare, the ſe- 
cond yeare Mercury, the third the Moone, the fourth 
Saturne,the ffth Jupirer,the fixth Mars, the {eventh Sol, 
the eighth Venus, the ninth Mercury, and 1o by order, 
And you muitnote,that we take here the yeares currant, 
and not compleat, tor to fit the faid circulation of the
